Made of enduring red cedar, in completely 
finished sections with windows in place, doors hung — in fact, all carpentry 
work and painting completed at the factory; and even the hard pine floors 
are sanded and shellacked before shipping; so that the houses are quickly erected 
by local labor; or by our factory men. 

Thus the purchasers of Hodgson Houses are saved much time, expense and 
the confusion and many worries connected with building operations. 

The Single Wall Construction (Fibre Lined) shows the frame on the inside, 
with a background of heavy waterproof fibre lining next to the cedar boarding. 

The Double Wall Construction (Arctic Lined) is the same as the single 
wall with the addition of Arctic Board (Celotex) on the inside frame; on side 
walls, roofs, floors and partitions, giving a double wall with an air space be- 
tween — more comfortable in coldest weather than a well built plastered house.

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Hodgson Sectional Green Houses 

These greenhouses are made of the best quality of red cedar, 
cypress and Oregon pine. They are thoroughly painted with the 
best lead and oil paints; being bolted together, the erection is 
quickly accomplished by a "handy" man. 

The greenhouses are furnished with or without a heater room, as 
desired. When placed near a garage or house where heat can be 
supplied without an independent heater, the glass units only need 
be purchased, in which case a door is furnished in the end of the 
last glass unit. 

The picture below shows the interior and layout of our Unit 
Greenhouses. There is a Potting Bench in the Heater Room and 
Plant Benches 30 inches wide by four inches deep along the two 
side walls and one end of the Glass Unit. Between the Plant 
Benches is a board walk, and under these benches are the four lines 
of hot water pipes. The Hot Water Heater is operated by coal and 
is automatically regulated. 

The outfit is as complete and practical as it is possible to make it. 

Floors: No floors are furnished with these outfits, for dirt, 
brick or cement are more practical than a wooden floor. Bricks 
simply laid in sand make an excellent floor. 

Glass: is 
only fur- 
nished when 
ordered. As 
the glass must 
be set after 
the building 
is erected, the 
purchaser has 
to have this 
done locally.

Our hot water heater which 
burns coal and is automati- 
cally regulated, is very simple and easy to operate, consuming but 
little coal. Four lines of hot water pipes run around all sides of the 
glass unit, under the flower benches. There is much useful space 
under these benches for planting; and additional shelves can be 
installed above the regular flower benches, greatly increasing the 
greenhouse capacity.

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This view of our greenhouse shows two glass units and the 
heater room, with galvanized iron chimney. A brick chimney 
can be built after the greenhouse is erected at a cost of from $20.00 
to $30.00. We can furnish our metal chimney in copper at $5.00 
extra. 

Our regular size heater will easily heat these two units, but if you 
intend to add more units later we would recommend the use of our 
larger heater, which will heat up to four glass units. This would 
eliminate the expense of changing the heater should you enlarge 
the greenhouse. The larger heater would add $26.00 to the price of 
$153.00 quoted above.
